THE GOLD QUESTION 


France and America between them hold 
little short of £2,900,000,000 worth of gold, 
and the bulk of the amount lost by the 
former country this year, probably well in 
excess of £160.000,000, has gone to America, 
where it serves little further purpose than 
to swell an already redundant stock. The 
Bank of England is also quietly adding to its 
gold reserve; but in this case the action is 
deliberate, and presumably is connected with 
the expected expansion in the note circulation 
to a new high record at the end of the year. 
Some people may wonder whether the pre- 
sent gold situation is likely to influence 
security vaiues in the future. Ag regards 
America, the matter mainly depends upon 
whether the banks will decide to grant greatly 
increased credit facilities against the huge 
gold deposits. If they did to the extent of 
only a moderate proportion of the gold 
reserves the country would almost certainly 
experience a condition of inflation probably 
more acute than the boom which preceded 
the great slump of 1929. Evidently the 
banks have not yet been asked to extend 
‘redit, and, in view of the experience of 
about 2) years ago it is extremely probable 
that a restriction would be placed upon 
loans to be used in financing speculation in 
Stock Exchange securities or commodities. 
Indeed, there is a promise of legislation in 
these matters. France needs to hold a big 
gold reserve, because of the large note circu- 
ation, and is unlikely to use the reserves as 
a basis of credit for requirements outside 
legitimate trade. 


THE SPECULATIVE

Actually, however, the B.B.C. makes its 
announcements without any suggestion of 
malice, either in the phraseol or in 
the accents of the announcers. The police 
surely are entitled to use the public radio 
system in the effort to trace ‘‘ hit-and- 
run’’ motorists, who are no credit to 
motoring, and who are not entitled to be 
defended by motoring organisations ; while 
the weekly accident analysis deserves 
publicity if it can persuade road _ users, 
on foot or a-wheel, to exercise more care 
and discretion. | 

Apart from a certain percentage of fools, 
motorists are doing their part to lessen the 
number of road deaths. Similarly the 
majority of estrians and cyclists are 
careful enough, but the minority are so 
reckless that one may forget entirely about 
the majority. 


Towards Safety 


T is the duty of everyone to do his best 
to make the roads safer. I have no 
sympathy with those motorists who 
condemn Mr. Hore Belisha so whole- 
heartedly. The British Minister of 
Transport’s beacons and controlled areas 
and other safety measures may possess in- 
consistencies, and at times they may prove 
irritating to perfectly sane and safe 
drivers, but if even one life per week is 
saved does it matter if every motorist in 
Great Britain is forced to take ten 
minutes longer for evety forty miles that 
he travels ? 
There is no good reason why motorists 
in general should feel one with the ‘‘ road 
hog’’ who falls foul of the police, and I do 
not think. that they do. It is motorists who 
see most of the reckless and criminal driving 
and as a rule they scathingly condemn 
raged fellows who offend. I know that I 
0. : 
I suppose it is a matter of luck 
that the police seem to miss many of the 
most evil pieces of motoring, even in city 
streets. They would, of course need to 
have fast motor cycles to catch people like 
the two morons in big American cars who 
drove through Nassau street about 11.15 
p.m. on the Saturday before last at 50 
to 60 miles per hour, almost with fatal 
results at the end of Kildare street.

A Scottish Race 


MOVEMENT is cn foot to have a 

motor car road race run in Scotland. 
It is suggested that Parliament should be 
asked to pass a bill legalising the closing 
of certain public highwiys for three days 
in the year. That would not be such a 
useful piece of legislation as we have in 
Ireland, North and South, but it would 
be an advance upon the position hitherto 
existing in Great Britain, where road 
racing 1s impossible except on closed, non- 
public circuits, such as Donington Park. 

Lord Weir, who is one of the leaders of 
this movement in Scotland, stated at the 
dinner of the Royal Scottish Automobile 
Club that the Isle of Man people were 
tired of the “ Round the Houses” races, 
and that Ulster might not be able to raise 
the necessary finance for next year’s 
Tourist Trophy Race. Consequently, he 
thought there was an excellent chance of 
Scotland stepping in with a first-class road 
race to be run near Edinburgh. 

I do not think that Lord Weir was 
right in stating that the Isle of Man 
people are tired of their car races. It is 
true, of course, that the Mannin Beg and 
Mannin Moar have not proved as popular 
as they might. That I believe to be due to 
the fact that they are scratch events, and 
as it is difficult to get a decent muster of 
cars of approximately the same speed, the 
possibility of a first-class scratch race, pro- 
viding a close and exciting struggle, is 
fairly remote. 

Neither do I think that the Ulster 
people will fail to raise the money for 
future T.T. events. If the matter of 
running a T.T. more economically were 
tackled with intelligence and determina- 
San rare would be no need for a subsidy 
at all. 

Attempts have been made from time to 
time to have road racing legalised in 
Britain. In 1903 the British Parliament, 
while unwilling to have the Gordon- 
Bennett run in England, had no objection 
to its taking place in Ireland. They might 
now regard Scotland as sufficiently ramote 
to permit of a road race being run there.

‘‘OFFENCE TO MODESTY ” 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sirx,—I wish to comment on a paragraph in 
the Lrish Times of ‘Thursday, November 
28th, entitled ‘‘ Offence to Modesty.” “' Young 
Man Fined.” It stated at some length that 
a young man was fined 5s. for the crime of 
standing close to a young girl, and with his 
arm round her, near a wall in the roadway 
bounding Palmerston Park. 

With difficulty I try to criticise from the 
viewpoint of the ordimary man ip the street 
this latest intrusion on the travesty of 
freedom which we have the privilege of enjoy- 
ing in this Free State. | 

For some years I have watched with grow- 
ing horror the impregnable walls of suppres- 
sion closing in around us here in Southern 
Ireland. Geographically, we are terribly 
handicapped by being an island—an island, 
too, almost large enough to be independent 
of the outside world, and of a great many 
of its new discoveries and of nearly all of 
its new ideas and lines of thought; but also, 
alas! an island small enough to be limited 
not only in its natural products and resources, 
but also almost imoredibty limited in all its 
own ideas and lines of thought. 

Is there no end to this limitation of 
thought? The Censor answers: “No!” 

I can picture standing over our island a 
terrible gargoyle-like figure. He is the demon 
of censorship, and he censors our books, our 
films, our plays, and at last—having made a 
wholesale purification of all these by 
eliminating anything in them either thought- 
ful or thought-provoking—he starts to attack 


ithe actions of the private individual. 


I do not profess to know anything what- 
ever about the reading of the law of the 
Criminal Amendment Act, under which this 
case was brought, but wish only to stress two 
points which seem to me important in con- 
nection with it. 


The first point is a question: Can any man | 


show any woman any demonstration of 
affection in any place to which the public are 
freely admitted without the fear of the 
ignominy and publicity of a police court trial! 

Can a husband and wife, mother and son, 


father and daughter, uncle and niece, greet | 


each other or bid farewell in a street or 
other public wy without the fear of being 
publicly labelled indecent’? _If not—and áhis 
is the conclusion to which I have inevitably 
come—then 1: shudder to think of the 
suspicions and impurities which fill the minds 
of the administrators of the law in this ‘‘ Free 
State.” Evidently Eimar O’Duffy’s word 
picture in his clever satire on this country, 
“ King Goshawk and the Birds,” has: now 
become fact. 
describes a young. mah being arrested by the 
“Censors of the Public Morals ” for the crime 
of kissing his girl as they were both stand- 
ing in the front garden of a Dublin house. 
Nay, worse! It is common knowledge that a 
courting couple were recently arrested and. 
cautioned for offending the public morals out- 
side a datice hall in a South of Ireland town 
in much the same way as the case above. 
That the couple were man and wife did not 
deter the arm of the law! 

My second point is equally, if not more, 
important. 

ere are certain qualifications essential to 
all people who have to earn their own living; 
and in most countries, but particularly in Ire- 
land, the first essential is a good moral 
character. A great many people would con- 
sider this 5s. fine on a conviction of such 
significance equivalent tq taking away the 
characters of the two persons concerned. Young 
eople of both sexes have lost their jobs be 
ore this for slighter indiscretions, if they 
were given publicity. The greatest crime, we 
all admit, is to be found out. That the names 
of the defendants were not published is small 
protection when they were given the notoriety: 
of a police court trial. 
R In conclusion, I would ask one other ques- 
ion. 

We have all heard of the terrible inade- 
quacy of the housing in the city and surround- 
ing areas. Where, in the name of all that 
is decent, are the younger members of the 
Dublin working classes to do their courting 
without offending the public modesty ’— 
Yours, etc., “Tuts FREEDOM."

McKay, the President.

The toast of the King having been honoured,

he ever had been in Dublin, and now that 
he had come he regretted his mis-spent youth.

PROGRESS AND PROSPERITY 


Proposing the toast of ‘‘ Prosperity to the 
Trish Free State,” Mr. William McMillan, a 
Vice-President of the Society, said that pro- 
gress ran parallel with prosperity, and among 
the signs of prosperity that he observed in 
the Irish Free State was the remarkable suc- 
cess of the Conversion Loan. The success of 
the Savings Certificates and the development 
of the Government's industrial schemes were 
other signs of prosperity. 

The Lord Mayor, responding, said that he 
was proud to see in Dublin the large number 
of Scottish men and women who were helping 
to build up industries hefe and giving decent 
employment. He hoped that the Scottish 
Benevolent Society would get the whole- 
hearted support that it deserved. 

Alderman Hubbard Clark, President of the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce, who also 
responded, said that no section of the com- 
munity had worked harder for the prosperity 
of the Irish Free State than the Scots resident 
in Dublin. Very definite progress had been 
made in the Free State since they met last. 
Many new industries had been started, and 
others had been enlarged and developed. 
Credit for much of this was due to one of the 
most able and hard-working members oí the 
Government, Mr. Lemass, Minister for 
Industry and Commerce. The volume of trade 
during the past twelve months showed a most 
healthy increase. Even the much discussed 
adverse balance had improyed by almost 
three million pounds. They must have social 
services, and the social services of the Free 
State would compare @ favourably with 
any other country of its size, At 
a meeting of the Statistical Socicty 
in Dublin, it was shown that imrovement 
in the standard of living was relatively 
greater here than in Great Britain. Figures 
supported the view that the average standard 
of living in Ireland had impreved from being 
one of the lowest to one of the highest in 
Europe. It was to be hoped that ere long 
the economic dispute between this country 
and Great Britain would be settled, 


THE GUESTS 


Mr. W. Morrison Milne, proposing the 
toast of “The Guests,” said that during 
the one hundred and four years of its 
existence the Dublin Scottish Benevolent 
Society of St. Andrew had established a 
reputation for hospitality, and it was 
evident that that reputation was being up- 
held and enhanced. They had with them 
representatives of all the professions of law 
and medicine, a very distinguished soldier 
in the person of General Sir George Franks, 
K.C.B., and also the distinguished son of 
our great neighbour across the Atlantic—Mr. 
Alvin Mansfield Owsley, the American 
Minister, They had also with them Lynn 
Doyle, who was well known to them all. 

Responding, the American Minister said 
that the Irish people had been very nice 
to him and his family since he came here. 
There was an effacement about the Irishman 
which charmed him; he claimed glory for 
Ireland and not for himself. The Scotsman 
had been one of the foundation stones upon 
which the American Republic was founded. 
“We make bankers out of Scotsman,”’ said 
the Minister; “we make politicians and 
statesmen out of the Irish, and we Americans 
nudge in where we ean. 

Scotland, said the Minister, had given to 
America Andrew Carnegie, a great indus- 
trialist, with a great heart, Harry Lauder, 
with his Scotch songs, had charmed the 
American people. America’s great heritage 
had come from the mother countries—Scot- 
land and Ireland. 

Mr. Lynn Doyle, who followed, said that 
nationality was the curse of the world, The 
one thing that this country wanted was to 
remember that they were very decent people, 
extraordinarily like everybody else,

AN ANCIENT BURIAL 
CHAMBER 


A stated meeting. of the Royal Irish 
Academy was held on Saturday last at the 
Academy House, 19 Dawson atreet, Dublin, 
when a paper compiled by Mr. H. G. Leask 
and Mr. Liam Price on ‘‘ The Excavation 
and Survey of a Megalith at Labbacallee, 
County Cork,” was submitted. | 

This Megalith is a very ‘large burial 
chamber, near Fermoy, built of great stone 
slabs and covered by three large stones, the 
biggest of which is 16 feet long. It is wedge- 
shaped, 32 feet long, and 20 feet wide at 
the broad end of the wedge. The excavators 
found that it was divided into two chambers, 
The smaller chamber contained the skeleton 
of a woman, which seemed to have been 
buried ir a bag; the bone-pin of the bag was 
found with the skeleton. The skull was 
missing, but a woman's skull, which is 
thought to belong to this skeleton, was found 
in the larger chamber with two broken 
skeletons and some pieces of pottery. Pre- 
sumably the skull was kept separate for 
some kind of burial rites. Some of the 
pus found in the lor pat chamber belongs 

the early Tron Age: the chamber seems to 
have heen broken into and used as a dwelling.

The Chinese Puzzle 


It is difficult to ascertain exactly what 
is happening in North China. The past 
ten days have been full of report and 
rumour. First, it was understood that 
the Northern provinces had informed 
Nanking of their intention to secede from 
the rest of China, and to form themselves 
into an all but independent State. The 
movement was sponsored by Japan, who 


| had threatened to occupy the Northern 


provinces by an army if their demand was 
not recognised at once, Nanking, ap- 
parently, would have none of it, and the 
world looked forward with anxiety to the 
immediate conversion of yet another huge 
territory into a puppet State of the 
Japanese. Next came tidings that the 
whole scheme had come to nothing, while 
simultaneous messages brought suave 
denials from Japan that she had any 
concern with North China. The provinces, 
it .was suggested, certainly wished to 
secede, but Tokyo had given them no 
encouragement ; on the contrary, the move- 
ment sprang entirely from the Chinese 
inhabitants, who were weary of the in- 
efficiency of the Nanking Government, and 
preferred to take charge of their own 
destinies. “There followed a multitude of 
diverse messages, bringing into prominence 
the name of one general after another ; 
and it almost appeared as if Japan, in 
truth, had not hand, act or part in the 
movement for secession. Within the last 
few days, however, the situation has 
clarified itself. There is to be a new 
State of North China, modelled on 
Manchukuo, and possessing much the same 
relation to Nanking that is borne by 
Manchukuo—which is to say, none. 
Instead of a titular emperor it will have a 
war lord, General Sung Cheh-yuan, as 
titular governor; but his every action will 
be performed on the advice of Japanese 
“ Residents,’’ and in accordance with the 
will of Tokyo. In a word, the States of 
North China—whether the whole five of 
them or merely two is unknown still—will 
be added, like Manchuria and Jehol, to 
the Japanese Empire. 

Japan left no room for doubt concerning 
her intentions when, in the middle of last 
week, she seized the railways of North 
China. It is clear, indeed, that she is 
flogging the desperate population to 
declare itself for autonomy, and hopes 
thereby to have another bland excuse for 
Europe. Her nominee, General Sung 
Cheh-yuan, has informed Nanking that 
the independence movement cannot be 
obstructed, and gives notice that the pro- 
vinces of Hopei and Chahar, with the 
cities of Peking and Tientsin, will become 
State at the earliest

It is 
evident that she resents any interference 
in the affairs of China save her own. The 
tension is likely to become more acute 
during the coming weeks; for within a 
few days the Naval Conference is due to 
open in London, and between the ideals 
of Britain and those of Japan there is a 
great gulf fixed. Japan has denounced 
the Washington Treaty long ago, and it 
is clear that she proposes to accept no 
further limitations on her navy. What- 
ever hope there might have been, even a 
year ago, of a new agreement on the lines 
of the Washington Treaty—whereby the 
three strongest naval Powers consented to 
respect one another’s spheres of influence— 
there is little or no hope todlay. Sooner 
or later Japan’s outrages against Chinese 
sovereignty must provoke at least a protest 
from the League of Nations, unless that 
body is to lose everything that it has 
gained by its capable handling of the 
Italo-Abyssinian situation; and Japan 
will require all the ships that she can 
possess to assert herself against the 
League’s authority. She certainly will not 
tolerate any attempt to impose economic 
“sanctions.” Military ‘“‘sanctions”’ or 
none will be needed, and the League, in 
this case, will be reinforced by the power- 
ful addition of the United States. Japan 
is determined to be sovereign of Eastern 
Asia. To that end she must have arma- 
ments unlimited, and there can be little 
doubt that her answer to any suggestion 
of a new Washington Treaty will be 
‘No!’ The rest will depend, at the 
best, upon Geneva; at the worst, upon 
Britain, America and the Soviet Union.

As an example of official ineptitude, the 
latest pronunciamtento of the Free State 
Government’s Information Bureau would 
be difficult to surpass. On last Saturday 
this newspaper was able to make an 
important announcement concerning the 
proposed endowment of medical research 
in the Saorstát. We stated that a Medical 
Research Council was about to be 
established, and that it would consist of 
nine members—representatives of the 
National University of Ireland, the three 
University Colleges of Dublin, Cork and 
Galway ; Dublin University, the Royal 
Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons in 
Ireland, and the Royal Academy of 
Medicine, with an independent chairman, 
to be nominated by the Government. We 
added that the Minister had agreed to: 
allot a sum of £10,000 a year from the 
proceeds of the Hospitals’ Trust’s Sweep- 
stakes for the purposes of medical research. 
On Saturday evening the official Informa- 
tion Bureau issued a démenti, on behalf of 
the Department of Local Government, 
describing our statements as “ inaccurate 
and unauthorised,’’ and then proceeded to 
give its own version of the facts, which 
confirmed our report in almost every 
detail. We do not claim to have crossed 
every ‘‘t’’ and dotted every “i ” in the 
news which we printed on Saturday—the 
subject of medical research is highly 
technical—but we do claim that our report 
was accurate in all its essentials—a fact 
which will be realised by anybody who 
reads the Information Bureau’s statement 
in conjunction with our own version, which 
we reprint to-day in a parallel column.

Troubled Waters 


The increase in the use of oil as a fuel 
has created several major problems, one 
of which, as Italy has discovered, is the 
difficulty of obtaining supplies in time of 
war or strained relations with other 
countries. One of the minor problems is 
that of the sea’s pollution, though recent 
inquiries have shown that it is of con- 
siderable importance. In _ coal-burning 
ships the waste disappears as soon as it 1s 
thrown overboard, but oil-waste floats and 
forms a scum on the water which spreads 
for miles. Anybody who has lived near 
the sea knows how the unfortunate sea- 
birds have suffered from the floating oil— 
their wings become clogged with it, and 
they can be picked up, dead or dying, all 
round our coasts. From man’s own point 
of view this pollution is most undesirable, 
and the League of Nations has been trying 
to find a solution to the problem for the 
last twelve mouths. A draft convention 
now has been issued by which the various 
nations will agree to prevent-the discharge 
of oil from their-vessels within a certain 
distance of the shore, and to impose heavy 
penalties on any offenders. It is intended 
to set up ‘‘zones’’ in which no waste 
fuel may be discharged, and to make the 
prohibited area from 50 to 150 miles from’ 
the coast, according to circumstances. The 
main difficulty in any remedy of this kind 
is the distance over which the oil can 
spread. Evidence was produced before 
the League to show that oil had been 
detected in the Red Sea five hundred 
miles from the point of discharge, and it 
seems to be agreed that the fifty miles’

limit will be useful only in a few cases. 
A mnech better plan, we might imagine, 
would be the compulsory provision of oil 
separators on the ships which would stop 
pollution at the source. The chief marl- 
time countries are opposed to oil 
separators on the grounds of expense, but 
the League Committee, although apPa- 
rently it sees no immediate prospect of 
enforcing their use, recommends that the 
plan should be borne in mind, Indeed, 
the creation of prohibited “ zones ” can 
be only a make-shift at the best, and 
sooner or later the problem will have to 
be met in some more satisfactory way.

The Naval Conference 


Naval authorities here are not inclined 
to optimism regarding the Naval Con- 
ference, as present indications reveal that 
each of the Powers represented has views 
which it will not surrender easily. The 
British Admiralty had hoped to induce the 
Conference to accept a reduction in the 
maximum size of capital ships from 35,000 
tons to 25,000 tons, but recognise that such 
& suggestion would be strongly resisted by 
Italy and France. The former have two 
great 35,000-ton ships on the stocks fa) 
advanced towards completion, and will not 
agree to scrapping vessels which would 
entail great financial sacrifice. In place 
of the size reduction the Admiralty mas 
endeavour to obtain reduction in gun 
power. Little public interest is shown in 
the proceedings attendant on the (Con 
ference, though it is of great importance 
really, since, if success attends the efforts 
of the delegates to keep down naval esti- 
mates, many millions will be saved the 
taxpayer. The choice by the French 
Government of Admiral Robert as the 
senior service member of the French 
delegation to the Naval Conference is 
regarded here as possessing definite signi 
cance, The admiral at the present - is 
Inspector-General of the French Fleet in 
the Mediterranean, which he would com. 
mand in the event of war.” It is by no 
means unlikely that political considera- 
tions as well as naval will form part - of 
the discussions, and before any great 
progress is made the proposal for a pact 
of non-aggression and assistance between 
all the Powers with interests in the 
Mediterranean must come up for review. 
France intends to submit a building pro- 
gramme to the Conference which will give 
her a surface fleet equal to eighty per cent 
of the British, with a submarine fleet 
nearly double that of this country.

Its 
area is as large as Baldonnel, and its 
situation is distinctly preferable, since 
Baldonnel and its situation is too near the 
mountains to be comfortable for pilots fly- 
ing in foggy weather.

The Times observes to-day in a leading 
article :—One of the first duties of the new 


|| Government is to fulfil its mandate to set 


our defences in order, to repair those 
‘serious deficiencies’’ which were so 
frankly admitted in the White Paper last 
winter. The assurance of public support 
is a great help, but, to apply a famous 
saying about patriotism, it “is not 
enough.” There is no doubt that the 
advocates of a Ministry of Defence have 
grown in numbers during recent years— 
most significantly among the younger 
members of the Services. Dissatisfaction 
with the present palliatives is accentuated 
by knowledge of the friction that has con- 
tinued beneath the surface, and by per- 
ception of the growing danger to which 
we are exposed by new technical develop- 
ments. Ideas of possible organisation 
range from a super-Ministry, which should 
completely absorb the three existing 
Departments to a small Ministry, super- 
imposed upon them, which should guide 
the Government in formulating a common 
policy and apportioning expenditure 
between them. 

The urgent need in defence matter is 
not, proceeds The Times, for more 
administrative activity, but for more 
thought—towards eliminating waste of 
force, waste of money and obsolete 
methods. It is here that the more modest 
organisation would be of inestimable 
value, having at its head a man who was 
largely free from administrative cares. 
He would need a joint staff drawn from 
the three Services, and permanently at 
work on the broader problems of defence. 
Such a staff would no longer be difficult 
to find, since now for nearly a decade a 
number of picked officers from each of 
the fighting Services, as well as from the 
Civil Service, have yearly passed through 
the Imperial Defence College. But there 
is one essential condition based on the 
human factor—that those appointed to 
this joint staff should henceforth be no 
longer dependent on their own Services 
for promotion. _ That dependence, even 
more than intermittent attendance, is the 
root fault of the present committees.

E view that an Italo-Abyssinian 

armistice may be arranged before an 
oil embargo against Italy is enforced was 
current in Paris last night. The double 
basis for this hope was that M. Laval, as 
soon as he has overcome his internal 
political difficulties, will be free to con- 
centrate on negotiations with Rome, and 
that the British and French Foreign Office 
experts will be able to work out terms of 
a settlement which can be submitted to 
Signor Mussolini, the Emperor and the 
League. 
The Committee of Eighteen meets on 
December 12th to deal with the question 
of an oil embargo. A strong plea that 
this most vital sanction should be delayed 
until the diplomatic method has been given 
a full trial is advanced by an authori- 
tative writer in the Paris Figaro, 

Rumours were current in ee 

that Signor Rosso, the Italian Ambas- 
sador, had emphatically protested to the 
State Department against the pro-League 
course which the U.S. neutrality pro- 
gramme is alleged to be taking. 


EUROPEAN WAR 


He is reported to have given a warning 
that any extension of the present efforts 
to curtail the supply of war materials to 
Italy would be playing into the hands of 
Britain and render a European war more 
likely. 

At the same time, the Italian permanent 

delegate at Geneva, Signor Bova Scoppa, 
has warned representatives of the Powers, 
members of the Committee of Eighteen 
other than Britain and France, that a 
vote for the extension of sanctions to oil, 
coal and iron would be regarded as an 
“ unfriendly act.” 
A substantial expansion of the Supreme 
Defence Committee by the inclusion, mn a 
consultative capacity, of various Cabinet 
Ministers and the Naval Military and Air 
Force Chiefs, was the principal decision 
reached at the Italian Cabinet meeting on 
Saturday night. The communiqué made 
no direct reference to sanctions or the war. 
No activity was reported from the war 
fronts, but in Ogaden an Italian mass air 
attack on Jijiga is expected any day now. 
Italian bombing raids have hitherto not 
been very effective, partly because many 
of the bombs fail to explode and partly 
because the airmen do not fly lower than 
3,000 feet and consequently find it difficult 
to hit their targets. 


AIR FAILURE 


The Italians have rained down thousands 
of pounds worth of bombs on Daggah Bur 
with virtually no result. A number of un- 
exploded bombs are huge missiles, 70 
inches long and weighing hundreds of 
pounds. 

One Italian ’plane gp twenty-three 
bombs in a fruitless effort to kill one 
Abyssinian soldier. 

All night lorries clatter to and from 
Jijigo and Daggah Bur and British 
Somaliland. Big supplies of war material 
are now reaching Ras Nasibu’s forces. 

The health of the Ethiopian forces is 
excellent. The hospitals are taree-quarters 
empty. There is no danger of the 
food, and ammunition also is plentiful. 

Modern fighting ‘planes are what the 
Ethiopian’s urgently require. They are 
convinced that fifty ‘planes would end the 
southern campaign in a few weeks. 


BRIGAND KILLED 


The notorious brigand, Berrou Balda, 
who for several years has terrorised with 
murder and rapine the provinces south 
of Addis Ababa, has been killed by the 
troops of Fitaurari Tadessa, states the 
Havas Special Correspondent. A large 
number of the brigand’s henchmen have 
met the same fate. 

“ The only difference the war has made 
to us is that we are exporting many more 
hides and skins than usual—mostly to 
London.” This statement of the satisfac- 
tory state of affairs prevailing in the hide 
and skin business—one of Abyssinia’s most 
important sources of income—was made by 
the head of one of the biggest firms in 
Addis Ababa to the Press Association 
Correspondent. 

A clarification and reiteration of 
Canada’s standpoint regarding sanctions, 
including a disclaimer that Canada, as a 
country, took the initiative in suggesting 
an oil embargo against Italy, is contained 
in an official statement issued last night 
by Mr. Ernest Lapointe, acting Premier, 
in the absence of Mr. Mackenzie King. 

“The Canadian action and the par- 
ticipation by the Canadian Government 
has been, and will be, limited to co-opera- 
tion in purely financial and economic 
measures of a pacific character, which are 
accepted by substantially all of the par- 
ticipating countries. "' 


COLUMN ROUTED 


The routing of an Italian column operat. 
ing in the desert east of Mussa Ali was 
reported in a communiqué issued on 
Saturday by the Abyssinian Government. 
The Italian column, three hundred strong 
and largely composed of Somalis, was 
surprised by Assaimeras, fierce fighting 
tribesmen of the desert between Oddobo 
and Alagueras, the Abyssinian Govern- 
ment says. After the most savage fighting 
the Italians were driven from their desert 
camp, and retreated in the direction of 
Mount Mussa Ali. The Italians had 183 
killed in the action. They left to the 
victors fifty camels, stores, including 
quantities of tinned food, and the whole 
camp outfit and 151 rifles. The losses of 
the Assaimeras are reported as twenty.

No one, however, was injured by the 
firing. 


SHAHDIDI DAY 


Trouble began last night in connection 
with the Sikh procession, held in-connec- 
tion with the observance of Shahdidi Day 
yesterday. It appeared to have been 
quelled this morning, but broke out with 
renewed violence this afternoon, following 
stray clashes earlier in the day. 

The rioting is a sequel to the outbreak 
which took place in July last, when a 
building which the Moslems claim to be a 
mosque was demolished by the Sikhs, who 
had been in possession of it for 170 years. 

Following the suppression of that out- 
break, the Moslem leaders decided in 
September to launch a civil disobedience 
campaign to secure the restoration of the 
building, known as the Shahidgunj 
Mosque. Since then the smouldering 
embers of communal conflagration have 
been kept alive by a series of Sikh-Mostem 
demonstrations, which culminated in last 
night’s procession.

PROBLEMS 


It is believed that with the start afforded 
the scheme, as revealed by the Jrish Times, 
scientific medical research in this country 
is at last placed on a fairly solid footing, 
and in the course of time is bound to de- 
velop to the advantage of the Irish people 
generally. | aes 

“ I$ is magnificent, splendid: it 1s 
obviously what we want and have wanted 
for vears,” said Professor Henry Moore, 
M.D.. D.Sc., Fitzwilliam square, Dublin, 
who has been one of the foremost. of those 
who have been acting on behalf of medical 
research for some years, and who was 1n- 
vited by the Royal Medical Society to 
deliver an address on the subject in 
London some time back. He stated that 
once the scheme was started it was bound 
to develop: and in the course of years 1t 
was certain to confer enormous benefits, 
not alone on the medical profession fn this 
country, but also on the people in general. 
It would naturally ensure a considerable 
improvement in the teaching of medicine, 
and the results would reflect themselves 
favourably in diagnosis and treatment, to 
the inevitable benefit of patients in all 
parts of the country. 

“ One of the greatest advantages. of 
having medical research in Ireland,” he 
said. ‘‘ is that we shall be able to tackle 
our own disease problems and solve them, 
instead of having to wait for their 
solution from workers in other countries. 
Like other countries, we have our own 
peculiar problems. I could mention many 
of them that need tackling here, but one 
is sufficient—tuberculosis. And we can 
tackle our own problems best under the 
most suitable conditions here in this 
country. The research will also eriable 
many brilliant young men to be trained 
in special work, and, even if they go into 
practice afterwards, that training will be 
invaluable to them. 


FINANCIAL ASPECT 

“ T should think that wherever research 
is being done original thought is being 
stimulated, and that is reflected in the 
general conduct of practice. New facts 
about diseases would be discovered and 

assed on for the benefit of the pro- 
ession, after they have been suitalgly 
investigated and approved by the research 
workers and their Council.”’ 

Referring to the financial aspect, Dr. 
Moore said the country was only begin- 
ning its research activities, and it would 
be well to go cautiously at first. Ten 
thousand pounds per year for the first 
few years would be an ample sum. The 
start was the whole thing: once started, 
research was bound to go ahead. 

The fact that the efforts to secure 
medical research in Ireland dated back to 
the Treaty days, and that the Provisional 
Government of the Irish Free State had 
been approached in the matter, was re- 
ferred to by Mr. Seton Pringle, 
F.R.C.S.1., Fitzwilliam square, Presi- 
dent of the Royal College of Surgeons :n 
Ireland. Up to the present, he said, 
they could not say with accuracy how 
much of tho scheme had been accepted, 
and how much had been rejected, but 
they felt that it would be on the lines 
suggested by the joint committee of which 
he was a member—lines that they 
thought most applicable to Ireland's 
needs.

A GOOD START 

‘The whole profession thinks that 
anything on the lines indicated in the

Of course, we realise that we cannot hope 
to do anything like the same amount of 
research work that is done in other coun- 
tries with plenty of money at their dis- 
posal.

Their work, J 
take it, will be more or less dictated by 
the Board that is to control this grant, 
Working on those lines, I think they ought 
to be able to do a certain amount of very 
useful work. However, though the amount 
of money is relatively small, it is a good 
start, and that is the important thing.”’ 

“I think this a very satisfactory thing,”™ 
said Dr. T. Gillman Moorhead, Regius 
Professor of Physic in the University of 
Dublin, 

He said that he and a group of others 
had been concerned with bringing the 
project about. They had been asked for 
their views, and a representative committee 
had worked out the scheme, which had 
now been accepted by the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health. 

“ We look upon it,” said Dr. Moorhead, 
“as a very good beginning, and we hope 
it. will develop into something bigger in 
the course of some years. 

"“ Your ‘leader’ and article in the Irish

THE PLANETS. 


Mercury is in Superior Conjunction on the 
10th, and i not visible during the month. 

Venus is still a morning star, and a very 
brilliant object in the hours before sunrise. 
She rises at 3.17 a.m., on the lst, and 4.0 
a.m. on the 3ist. - She is in Virgo, near the 
bright star Spica on the lst, and moves from 
thence into Libra during the month. Her 
phase is gibbous, and her disc pasenga ó too 
small to be of interest as a telescopic object. 

Mars is an evening star, slightly more con- 
spicuous than last month, because he is now 
in Sagittarius, and moves into Cr pricornus 
during. December, gaining some 5 egrees of 
Declination Northwards, while ..e Sun is 
still moving Southwards till the 22nd. He is 
second itude. and now fairly easy to 

ick out in the twilight low in the South- 
West. On the evening of October Slst he 
was surprisingly conspicuous, a little West- 
wards of the crescent Moon just after night- 
fall. The second magnitude star, Sigma 
Sagittarii, was at the same time about 2 
degrees South of the. Moon, and shining 
nearly as brightly as the planet, but with a 
silvery white light which contrasted strongly 
with the ruddy glow of Mars. 

Jupiter, now a morning star rises about 
an hour before the Sun in the beginning of 
the month, and rather more than two hours 
at its close, and will not be conspicuous. 

Saturn, with the still narrowing ellipse of 
his ring, is the most attractive telescopic 
object now in the evening sky, next to the 
Moon. He and Mars are drawing nearer 
together, and will be in conjunction in the 
third week of January. 

Uranus, moving very slowly Westwards, 
now lies almost exactly midway between the 
stars Alpha Arietis and Alpha Piscium, in 
a blank region where the planet himself,

THE STARS. 


At midnight on the Ist, at 11 p.m. on the 
15th, and at 10 p.m. on the 30th. 

On the meridian are Taurus and Auriga, 
with a part of Eridanus, containing no come 
spicuous stars, low in the South. West of 
the meridian, along “the horizon, are the rest 
of Eridanus and Cetus, and higher up are 
Aries and Andromeda. Pegasus is about to 
set, as is Pisces. This region contains no 
stars above the second magnitude, and not 
many of these. On the meridian and East of 
it is the most brilliant concentration of star- 
light in the entire heavens. The brilliant 
Aldebaran is just on the meridian, and 
Capella only a little way short of it. An 
hour East is Orion, two hours Canis Major, 
and three hours Canis Minor and Gemini, 
Seven first magnitude stars are within thig 
small region—Aldebaran, Capella, Betelgeuse, 
Rigel, Sirius, Procyon and Pollux. Castor 
does not rank as first magnitude, though not 
far short of it. Further East, the Sickle of 
Leo, with Regulus, adds another to the list. 
Besides his two first magnitude stars, Orion 
contains five of the second. Three of these 
form his well-known Belt. This is very use- 
ful as a mark of the position of the Equator, 
Delta, the uppermost star of the Belt, being 
almost on the Line. Other stars useful for 
this purpose are Alpha Aquarii, and Gamma 
and Zeta Virginis. The observer who has 
ever had occasion to adjust an equatorial 
telescope in position knows the value of these 
celestial way-marks. 

In the circumpolar region, Ursa Major is 
to be seen East of the Pole, and Cassiopeia 
nearly opposite, West thereof. Ursa Minor 
hangs nearly vertically from the Pole Star, 
and the convolutions of Draco are draped be- 
low and on either side of it. An hour West 
of the North point Vega shines just over the 
edge of the horizon, with Deneb in close 
attendance. 

The present is a good time for exploring 
the mysterious regions of Orion.

THE SUN. 


The Winter Solstice, when the Sun reaches 
his furthest South Declination, occurs this 
year on December 22nd, at 7 p.m. This is 
technically the ‘‘shortest day.” But a 
glance ‘at the almanac will disclose the fact 
that, whereas the time of sunset remains 
EASNE stationary at 3.48 p.m. from the 

to the 18th, and then begins to grow 
later so fast that by the last day of the year 
it has moved back to 3.58, the time of sun- 
rise continues to get later till the 28th, when 
it is 8.8 a.m., remains at this figure till 
January 4th. In fact, the evenings begin 
to lengthen nine days before the mornings 
have ceased to shorten. This curious dis- 
ate aps is, however, more. apparent than 
, and is due to the fact that the clock is 

a much ‘more punctilious time-keeper than 
the Sun, and at. mid-winter the two are more 
out of step than at any other time of year. 
The Sun is losing time from November till 
February, and at Christmas time his loss on 
the clock amounts to half a minute per day, 
which for some days cancels out the gain of 
sunrise and doubles the gain of sunset. A 
clock which lost half a minute per day, or 
15 minntes per month, would be a very poor 
time-keeper. The irregular time-keeping of 
the Sun is really the reflex of the irregular 
rate of the Earth in its elliptical orbit. Also, 
to a smaller extent, it is due to the ore 4 
of the ecliptic. At mid-winter and mid- 
summer the San’s path is sensibly parallel to 
the Equator for some time, whence an ad- 
vance of the Sun by a degree along the 
ecliptic is equivalent to an advance of the 
same amount along the Equator and to four 
minutes of time. But at all other times of 
ear the Sun’s path makes an angle with the 
uator, and his equivalent movement. along 
the Equator is i. pga less.

the telescope, or even with the modest binocu- 
Jars or the naked eye. The Great Nebula 
has silvery streams in abundance, but, in 
fact, the whole constellation is seamed with 
nebulosity. Close to Zeta, the lowermost 
star in the Belt, is the extraordinary 
“ Horse's Head ” Nebula, only of late years 
revealed by the sensitive plate, though it is 
faintly visible in a 10-inch telescope. A pair 
of binoculars will render visible a curious 
festoon of small stars wreathed round and 
between the three stars of the Belt. Sigma, 
the first star in the Sword, counting down- 
wards, is a quadruple star combined with a 
triple one. The whole length of the Sword 
is a progressive revelation of brilliance, cul- 
minating in the marvels of the Great Nebula, 
with the sextuple star, Theta, hanging in 
the middle of it all like a diamond-studded 
spider in web of luminous gauze. The creat 
red star, Betelgeuse, the “ Giant’s Shoulder,” 
as its Arabic name means, is itself a ciant 
star, being big enough to contain the entire 
orbits of Mercury, Venus, the Earth, and 
Mars, with room to spare. The other bril- 
liant Rigel, “The Foot,” is a “White 
Giant,” and must be even more colossal in 
size than Betelgeuse, since its distance is so 
great that no reliable measures of it have 
been. obtained. Rigel is possibly one of the 
largest bodies in the Universe. Rigel has a 
small companion of the eighth magnitude, 
which is a good test for a two-inch or 2}-inch 
telescope. Lately, this companion has been 
found to be double. . 
After: searching Orion with a pair of 
binoculars, try them on the Hyades and 
Pleiades. The latter cluster is wonderfully 
brilliant in a d pair of two-inch Galilean 
binoculars, which are better for this purpose 
than prismatics. Persons of keen sight see 
ten stars in the Pleiades ; in addition to which 
the whole background of the cluster seems to 
glitter, the individual sparkles being just 
beyond the grasp of the eye. All this elusive 
sparkle the binoculars bring to view, to the 
number of some 1,500 stars. Modeen spectro- 
scopic research has revealed the Pleiades as a 
self-contained group of very hot stars, all 
of the same type. They also, like the stara 
of Orion, are entangled in wisps of nebula.
